THIS  Service  Book  and  Hymnal  has  been  com- 
piled to  meet  a  want  in  the  editor's  own  pastoral 
work.  Should  it  receive  the  approval  of  others,  and 
meet  a  like  want  for  them,  he'will  he  glad  that  with 
God's  blessing  it  has  found  an  enlarged  sphere  of 
usefulness. 

The  aim  has  been  to  provide  offices  in  harmony 
with  the  church  services,  so  that  the  moulding  in- 
fluence of  the  Sunday-School,  the  Catechetical 
Class,  and  the  Family,  shall  prepare  the  children 
and  catechumens  for  a  due  appreciation  of  these 
services,  and  a  devout  joining  in  the  worship  of  the 
congregation  ;  and,  further,  to  provide  a  book  con- 
venient in  size,  and  having  all  desirable  requisites 
as  to  contents  and  form,  and  yet  so  inexpensive 
that,  at  little  cost,  a  copy  may  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  every  scholar. 

The  anthems  and  prayers  for  the  Church  Fes- 
tivals and  occasional  services,  will  provide  for  the 
proper  observance  of  the  Festival  Seasons,  and  ob- 
viate the  necessity  of  using  specially  prepared 
forms. 

For  the  selection  of  the  music  and  pointing  of  the 
anthems,  the  editor  gratefully  acknowledges  his  in- 
debtedness to  Mr.  Walter  Bausman,  and  for  the 
music  for  the  versicles  to  Mr.  Spencer  M.  White, 
wrho  have  had  much  and  valuable  experience  in 
training  young  people  and  young  voices,  and  in 
leading  the  service  of  praise  in  God's  house. 

The  hymns  sung  with  frequency  in  the  Sunday- 
School  are  few  in  number,  and  the  collection  in  the 
Hymnal,  consisting  of  the  favorite  and  best  hymns, 
will  be  found  ample  for  ail  ordinary  uses. 

The  opening  part  of  the  First  or  the  Second  Sun- 
day-School Service,  with  the  Anthem  for  the  Epi- 
phany Season,  and  the  Collects  for  Christian  Mis- 
sions, will  provide  an  appropriate  service  for  the 
meetings  of  Missionary  Societies;  and  the  Service 
for  a  Guild  or  Society,  and  the  Collect  for  a  Sew- 
ing-School, will  meet  a  want  in  almost  every  con- 
gregation. 

The  Catechism  on  Confirmation,  and  the  Rules  for 
the  Confirmed,  will  prove  a  desirable  aid  in  the  in- 
struction just  preceding,  and  helpful  to  holy  living 
after  Confirmation.

A  portion  of  the  Scriptures  may  now  be  read,  or  a 
Hymn  sung,  when,  all  standing,  the  Service  shall  pro- 
ceed in  the  following  order,  all  uniting  in  saying  the 
Creed: 
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I  believe  in  God  the  Father  Almighty, 
Maker  of  heaven  and  earth : 

And  in  Jesus  Christ,  His  only-begotten  Son, 
our  Lord;  who  was  conceived  by  the  Holy 
Ghost,  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary;  suffered  under 
Pontius  Pilate,  was  crucified,  dead,  and  buried; 
He  descended  into  hades;  the  third  day  He  rose 
from  the  dead;  He  ascended  into  heaven,  and 
sitteth  at  the  right  hand  of  God  the  Father 
Almighty;  from  thence  He  shall  come  to  judge 
the  quick  and  the  dead. 

I  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost;  the  holy  catholic 
Church;  the  communion  of  saints;  the  forgive- 
ness of  sins;  the  resurrection  of  the  body,  and 
the  life  everlasting.     Amen. 

P. — Lord,  we  believe. 

C. — Help  Thou,  0  Lord,  our  unbelief. 

P. — The  Lord  be  with  you. 

C—  And  with  Thy  Spirit. 

P. — Let  us  pray. 

O  God,  the  Creator  and  Savior  of  the  world, 
who  hast  made  Thyself  known  in  the  work  of 
man's  redemption,  as  the  mystery  of  the  ever- 
adorable  Trinity,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost, 
Three  in  One  and  One  in  Three;  reveal  in  us,  we 
beseech  Thee,  the  full  power  of  this  faith,  into 
which  we  have  been  planted  by  baptism;  that 
being  born  of  water  and  of  the  Spirit,  we  may, 
by  a  life  of  holiness,  be  formed  into  Thine  im- 
age here,  and  rise  to  Thy  blissful  presence  here- 
after :  there  to  join  with  the  song  of  the  seraphim 
in  praising  Thee,  world  without  end.     Amen. 

Almighty  God,  our  heavenly  Father,  remem- 
ber in  Thy  great  mercy,  we  beseech  Thee,  these 
Catechumens  and  all  the  Catechumens  through- 
out Thy  whole  Church.     By  Thy  Holy  Spirit 
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inwardly  enlighten  and  instruct  them  in  the 
knowledge  of  Thee  and  Divine  things;  open 
their  hearts  to  be  occupied  with  Thy  law  day 
and  night;  confirm  them  in  religion;  unite 
them  more  closely  with  Thyself  and  Thy  flock; 
deliver  them  from  all  evil,  and  give  no  place  for 
the  Adversary  to  get  advantage  against  them. 
Cleanse  them  from  all  pollution  of  flesh  and 
spirit,  and  let  the  indwelling  of  Thy  grace  be 
evermore  their  strength  and  safety.  Prepare 
them  for  the  full  communion  of  Thy  Church 
here,  and  for  Thy  presence  and  glory  in  heaven; 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

O  Thou  gracious  Shepherd  of  Israel,  look 
down  in  love  and  pity  on  all  the  members  of 
Thy  universal  flock,  scattered  throughout  the 
world.  Save  them  from  every  sin ;  refresh 
them  with  Thy  heavenly  grace ;  protect  them 
by  Thy  providence,  and  bring  them  safe  to 
everlasting  life;  through  Thy  Name  and  merits, 
O  blessed  Savior,  whom  with  the  Father  and 
the  Holy  Spirit,  we  worship  as  one  God,  world 
without  end.    Amen. 

A  Hymn  may  now  be  sung,  when  the  lesson  in  the 
Catechism  shall  be  recited  and  explained. 


CLOSING  SERVICE. 

All  standing  the  Service  shall  close  in  the  following 
order: 

P. — Jesus  saith,  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy 
God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul, 
and  wih  all  thy  mind.  This  is  the  first  and 
great  commandment. 

G. — Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  incline 
our  hearts  to  keep  this  law. 
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P. — And  the  second  is  like  unto  it:  Thou 
shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself.  On  these 
two  commandments  hang  all  the  law  and  the 
prophets. 

G. — Lord  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  write  all 
Thy  laws  in  our  hearts,  we  beseech  Thee. 

L. — Let  us  pray. 

O  God,  from  whom  all  holy  desires,  all  good 
counsels,  and  all  just  works  do  proceed  ;  give 
unto  Thy  servants  that  peace  which  the  world 
cannot  give,  that  our  hearts  may  be  set  to  obey 
Thy  commandments,  and  that  we  may  follow 
the  example  of  the  Lord  Jesus  in  a  life  of  holy 
obedience  to  Thy  blessed  will ;  and  also  that 
we,  being  defended  from  the  fear  of  our  ene- 
mies, may  by  Thy  protection  pass  our  time  in 
peace  and  quietness  ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.     Amen. 

Our  Father  who  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed 
be  Thy  Name.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will 
be  done  in  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us 
this  day  our  daily  bread.  And  forgive  us  our 
debts,  as  we  forgive  our  debtors.  And  lead  us 
not  into  temptation.  But  deliver  us  from  evil. 
For  Thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and 
the  glory,  forever.     Amen. 

A  Hymn  with  the  Doxology  shall  be  sung,  when  the 
Pastor  shall  pronounce  the  Benediction  : 

The  grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
the  love  of  God,  and  the  communion  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  be  with  you  all.     Amen. 

After  a  few  moments  spent  in  silent  prayer^  all 
quietly  retire. 


A  SHORT  CATECHISM  Off  CONFIRMATION/ 


Q.  What  is  Confirmation? 

A.  It  is  a  Sacramental  Rite  of  the  Church. 

Q.  What  is  this  Rite  called  in  Holy  Scripture? 

A.  The  Laying-on  of  hands. 

Q.  Who  instituted  Confirmation? 

A.  The  Apostles  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  under  the 
guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Acts  vni.  17, 
and  xix.  6. 

Q.  What  does  St.  Paul  call  it? 

A.  One  of  the  principles  of  the  doctrine  of 
Christ.     Heb.  vi.  1,  2. 

Q.  How  is  Confirmation  bestowed? 

A.  By  the  Church,  through  her  Ministers, 
after  the  example  of  the  holy  Apostles,  by  the 
Laying-on  of  hands,  with  prayer. 


Q.  How  many  parts  are  there  in  Confirmation? 

A.  Two:   1.  Our  part.     2.  God's  part. 

Q.  What  is  our  part? 

A.  We  solemnly,  in  the  presence  of  God,  and 
of  His  people,  renew  the  promise  and  vow  of 
our  Baptism: 

1.  To  renounce:  a.    The 'Devil  with  all  his 

ways  and  works;  b.  The  world  with  its 
vain  pomp  and  glory;  c.  The  flesh  with 
all  its  sinful  desires. 

2.  To  believe  all  the  Articles  of  the  Christian 

Faith. 

3.  To  follow  Christ,  and  to  keep  His  com- 

mandments all  the  days  of  our  life. 
Q.  Do  we,  then,  in  Confirmation,   lay  our- 
selves under  a  new  obligation  ? 

*In  this  Catechism,  and  the  Rules  for  the  Con- 
firmed, the  order,  and  to  some  extent,  the  language, 
of  a  Tract  on  the  same  subject,  has  heen  adopted. 
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A.  No;  we  solemnly  acknowledge  and  con- 
firm the  obligation  that  lies  upon  us  already 
by  our  Baptism. 

Q.  Are  all  the  baptized,  whether  confirmed 
or  not,  bound  to  keep  the  vows  and  promise  of 
their  Baptism? 

A.  Yes;  and  they  should  earnestly  desire  the 
blessing  of  Confirmation  to  help  them  to  fulfill 
these  vows.  

Q.  What  is  God's  part  in  Confirmation? 

A.  God  answers  our  act  with  a  special  bless- 
ing; confirms  us  in  His  covenant  of  grace;  and 
gives  us  in  larger  measure  His  Holy  Spirit,  by 
whose  help  alone  we  can  fulfill  our  vows  by 
leading  holy  and  obedient  lives. 

Q.  What,  then,  is  the  grace  of  Confirmation? 

A.  It  is  the  gift  of  spiritual  strength,  to  enable 
us  to  fight  against  sin,  the  world,  the  flesh,  and 
the  Devil,  and  to  follow  our  Blessed  Lord 
without  shame  all  the  days  of  our  life. 


Q.  What  is  required  of  persons  coming  to 
Confirmation? 

A.  That  they  should  be  able  to  say  the  Lord's 
Prayer,  the  Apostle's  Creed,  and  the  Ten  Com- 
mandments; and  further,  be  instructed  in  all 
things  which  a  Christian  ought  to  know,  believe 
and  practice  to  God's  glory  and  his  own  salva- 
tion. 

Q.  What  still  further  is  required  of  candi- 
dates for  Confirmation? 

A.  They  should  humbly,  with  prayer,  ex- 
amine themselves;  be  in  earnest  in  giving  them- 
selves up  to  God  with  a  whole  heart;  sincerely 
purpose  to  love  and  obey,  serve  and  trust  Him, 
to  their  life's  end;  and  then,  with  thanksgiving 
and  joy  for  this  gracious  privilege,  come  and  be 
confirmed  in  God's  covenant  of  salvation. 
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Q.  After  Confirmation  what  other  and  greater 
blessing  has  the  Church  for  us  ? 

A.  The  sacrament  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  called  also  the  Lord's 
Supper,  the  Holy  Communion,  and  the  Eucha- 
rist. 

Q.  What  is  the  blessing  of  the  Lord's  Supper? 

A.  Christ  gives  Himself  to  be  our  Food,  to 
nourish,  strengthen  and  refresh  our  souls  to 
everlasting  life. 

Q.  How  should  we  come  to  this  Holy  Supper? 

A.  After  self-examinaton  ;  with  penitence  for 
sin  ;  with  the  sincere  desire  and  purpose  of  for- 
saking all  sin ;  with  faith  ;  and  with  thanks- 
giving for  this  blessed  privilege. 

Q.  How  often  should  we  come  to  the  Holy 
Communion? 

A.  As  often  as  it  is  celebrated  ;  and  nothing, 
except  sickness,  or  circumstances  beyond  our 
control  should  be  allowed  to  prevent  us  from 
attending. 

Q.  How  should  the  bread  and  wine  be  re- 
ceived? 

A.  Reverently  and  with  care,  receiving  the 
bread  from  the  minister,  not  with  the  fingers, 
but  allowing  him  to  place  it  in  the  palm  of  the 
hand,  the  hand  being  ungloved. 


Q.  Do  we,  if  not  confirmed  in  childhood,  ever 
become  too  old  to  receive  this  blessing  ? 

A.  All  ought  to  prepare  for  Confirmation  as 
early  in  life  as  possible  ;  but  none  are  too  old  to 
receive  grace,  to  obtain  God's  blessing,  to  do 
His  will. 

Q.  What  are  some  of  the  duties  of  the  Con- 
firmed? 
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A.  To  attend  regularly  all  the  services ;  to 
take  an  interest  in  all  Church  meetings  for 
business  ;  to  contribute  as  God  has  prospered 
them  for  the  support  of  the  Gospel ;  to  engage 
cheerfully  in  Sunday-school  and  other  Church- 
work  ;  to  defend  the  good  name  of  the  Church, 
her  officers  and  members  ;  to  promote  the  wel- 
fare of  fellow-Christians  ;  and  to  labor  for  the 
salvation  of  those  who  obey  not  Christ. 


O  Lord,  give  me  power  publicly  to  own  and 
accept  for  myself  Thy  covenant  of  salvation 
made  with  me  in  the  sacrament  of  Baptism  ; 
and  grant  that  being  fully  and  formally  conse- 
crated to  Thy  service,  I  may  be  kept  faithful  in 
the  same,  and  be  fruitful  in  good  works,  all 
the  days  of  my  life  ;  for  Jesus  Christ,  my 
Savior's  sake.     Amen. 


RUL.ES  for  the  confirmed. 

1.  Remember  that  you  are  not  your  own, 
but  God's — God's  by  creation,  by  redemption 
through  His  dear  Son,  by  sanctification  through 
the  gift  of  His  Holy  Spirit, 

2.  Remember  that  in  Holy  Baptism  you  were 
made  God's  child,  a  member  of  Christ,  and  an 
heir  of  everlasting  life. 

3.  Remember  always  the  vows  of  Baptism, 
and  that  in  Confirmation  you  renewed  for  your- 
self the  vows  and  promises  made  at  your  Bap- 
tism, and  that  God  confirmed  you  by  giving 
you  in  larger  measure  His  Holy  Spirit,  to  be 
always  your  Comforter  and  Guide. 

Remembering  these  things,  try  to  live  every 
day  as  one  ought  to  live  who  is  a  member  of 
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Christ,   God's  child,   and  an  inheritor  of  the 
kingdom  of  heaven. 

4.  Pray  daily — morning  and  evening,  and  in 
every  moment  of  need  and  trial.  Pray  also  for 
your  friends,  your  Pastor  and  your  Church,  and 
all  God's  people;  and  the  spread  of  His  kingdom. 

5.  Read,  study  the  Bible,  every  day,  and  try 
to  live  up  to  its  teachings. 

6.  Think  over  your  life  every  night.  If  you 
have  fallen  into  sin,  repent,  and  ask  God's  for- 
givenesss,  and  His  grace  to  keep  you  from 
falling  into  sin  in  the  same  way  again. 

7.  Remember  the  Lord's  Day  to  keep  it  holy. 
Attend  all  the  services  of  your  Church.  Ex- 
cept from  sickness  never  be  absent  from  the 
Holy  Communion.  Prepare  for  this  service  be- 
forehand ;  and  give  thanks  afterwards. 

8.  Except  on  some  special  occasion,  and  for 
special  reasons,  never  attend  any  other  service 
than  that  of  your  own  Church.  Be  loyal  to 
your  Church ;  study  its  organization,  history, 
spirit  and  usages ;  give  as  you  can  for  its  sup- 
port ;  uphold  its  good  name  ;  be  helpful  to  its 
members  ;  be  an  earnest  and  active,  patient  and 
persevering  worker. 

9.  Avoid  bad  company.  Never  go  to  any 
place  where  you  may  be  tempted  to  do  wrong, 
or  you  would  be  ashamed  for  your  Savior  to 
see  you.  Be  true  to  Christ  in  word  and  deed. 
Win  your  companions  to  obey  Christ  to  their 
eternal  salvation. 

10.  If  you  have  got  wrong,  confess  it,  and 
get  right  as  soon  as  you  can.  Pray  to  God  for 
help.  If  you  want  advice,  do  not  be  afraid  to 
go  and  ask  your  own  Pastor. 

11.  Never  be  out  of  heart  when  you  have 
done  wrong.    The  Lord  will  forgive  you  if  you

are  really  sorry.  Never  be  over-confident  when 
you  have  done  right.  You  may  fall  next  time. 
12.  Think  often  of  the  four  last  things — 
Death,  Judgment,  Heaven  and  Hell.  That  will 
help  you  to  be  earnest.  Think  often  of  God's 
goodness.  That  will  make  you  love  him.  And 
if  you  love  him  you  will  delight  to  do  His  com- 
mandments. 

He  that  endureth  to  the  end  the  same  shall  be  saved. 

O  Very  God  of  Peace,  sanctify  me  wholly  ; 
and,  I  pray  Thee,  preserve  me  in  spirit,  and 
soul,  and  body,  blameless  unto  the  coming  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,     Amen.

FAMILY  PRAYER. 


The  family  being  assembled,  after  a  portion  of  Holy 
Scripture  has  been  read,  all  devoutly  kneel  in  prayer. 
It  is  recommended,  when  it  can  be  done,  particularly 
on  the  Lord's  Day,  that  the  First  or  Second  Sunday- 
School  Service  be  used,  substituting  these  prayers  for 
those  in  the  Service  : 

Morning  Prayer. 

Almighty  and  everlasting  God,  in  whom  we 
live,  and  move,  and  have  our  being,  we  Thy 
needy  creatures  render  thanks  unto  Thee  for 
Thy  kind  care  over  us  from  the  beginning  of 
our  lives  unto  this  day,  and  especially  during 
the  night  that  is  past.  Since  of  Thy  great 
mercy  another  day  is  added  to  our  lives,  we 
once  more  dedicate  ourselves  in  soul  and  body 
to  Thee  and  Thy  service,  in  a  sober,  righteous 
and  godly  life :  in  which  resolution,  do  Thou, 
O  merciful  God,  confirm  and  strengthen  us, 
that  as  we  grow  in  age,  we  may  grow  in  grace 
and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Savior 
Jesus  Christ.     Amen. 

But,  O  God,  who  knowest  the  weakness  and 
corruption  of  our  nature,  and  the  manifold 
temptations  which  we  daily  meet  with ;  we 
humbly  beseech  Thee  to  have  compassion  on 
our  infirmities,  and  to  give  us  the  constant  as- 
sistance of  Thy  Holy  Spirit,  that  we  may  be 
effectually  restrained  from  sin,  and  excited  to 
our  duty.  Imprint  upon  our  hearts  such  a 
dread  of  Thy  judgments,  and  such  a  grateful 
sense  of  Thy  goodness  to  us,  as  may  make  us 
both  afraid  and  ashamed  to  offend  Thee.  And, 
above  all,  keep  in  our  minds  a  lively  remem- 
brance of  that  great  day,  in  which  we  must 
give  a  strict  account  of  our  thoughts,  words, 
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and  actions  ;  and  according  to  the  works  done 
in  the  body,  be  eternally  rewarded  or  punished, 
by  Him  whom  Thou  hast  appointed  the  Judge 
of  the  quick  and  the  dead,  Thy  Son,  Jesus 
Christ,  our  Lord.     Amen. 

In  particular,  we  implore  Thy  grace  and 
protection  for  the  ensuing  day.  Keep  us  tem- 
perate in  our  meats  and  drinks,  and  diligent  in 
our  several  callings.  Grant  us  patience  under 
any  afflictions  Thou  shalt  see  fit  to  lay  on  us, 
and  minds  always  contented  with  our  present 
condition.  Give  us  grace  to  be  just  and  up- 
right in  all  our  dealings  ;  quiet  and  peaceable ; 
full  of  compassion  ;  and  ready  to  do  good  to  all 
men,  according  to  our  abilities  and  opportuni- 
ties. Direct  us  in  all  our  ways,  and  prosper 
the  works  of  our  hands.  Defend  us  from  all 
dangers  and  adversities ;  and  be  graciously 
pleased  to  take  us,  and  all  things  belonging  to 
us,  under  thy  Fatherly  care  and  protection. 
These  things,  and  whatever  else  Thou  shalt  see 
necessary  and  convenient  to  us,  we  humbly 
beg,  through  the  merits  and  mediation  of  Thy 
Son,  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord  and  Savior.    Amen. 

Except  on  the  LoroVs  Day,  the  following  Collect 
shal'  be  omitted. 

O  Lord  our  God,  let  Thy  Holy  Spirit  accom- 
pany us  to  the  place  of  Thy  public  worship, 
making  us  serious  and  attentive,  and  raising 
our  minds  from  the  thoughts  of  this  world  to 
the  consideration  of  the  next,  that  we  may  fer- 
vently join  in  the  prayers  and  praises  of  Thy 
Church,  and  listen  to  our  duty  with  honest 
hearts  in  order  to  practice  it.  And  let  Thy 
blessing,  we  pray  Thee,  be  upon  all  Thy  peo- 
ple, that  they  may  be  comforted  and  confirmed 
in  their  faith,  and  truly  and  gladly  serve  Thee, 
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and  worthily  magnify  Thy  holy  Name  ;  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

Our  Father  who  art  in  heaven,  etc. 

Evening  Prayer. 

Almighty  God,  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  and  through  Him  our  Father,  and  the 
Source  of  all  our  mercies,  blessed  be  Thy  Name 
for  Thy  gracious  protection  this  day.  Thy 
goodness  is  new  every  morning  and  Thy  faith- 
fulness every  night.  Accept,  we  beseech  Thee, 
our  thaksgiving  for  all  Thy  mercies  and  favors 
bestowed  upon  us,  and  be  pleased  to  look  upon 
us  in  mercy  and  forgive  the  shortcomings  and 
sins  of  Thy  servants,  for  the  sake  of  Thy  Son, 
Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord.     Amen. 

O  Lord,  our  Heavenly  Father,  we  beseech 
Thee,  look  graciously  upon  Thy  servants. 
Bless  us  in  body  and  soul,  in  basket  and  store, 
in  our  going  out  and  coming  in,  and  in  all  that 
concerns  us.  Especially  bless  us  with  all  spirit- 
ual blesssings.  Help  us  in  all  things  to  put  our 
firm  trust  and  confidence  in  Thee.  Fill  our 
hearts  with  love  to  Thee  and  charity  towards 
our  fellow-men,  and  grant  us  a  sure  and  joyful 
hope  of  everlasting  life,  through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.     Amen. 

Accept,  O  Lord,  our  intercessions  for  all 
mankind.  Let  the  light  of  Thy  Gospel  shine 
upon  all  nations ;  and  may  as  many  as  have  re- 
ceived it,  live  as  becomes  it.  Be  gracious  unto 
Thy  Church  ;  and  grant  that  every  member  of 
the  same,  in  his  vocation  and  ministry,  may 
serve  Thee  faithfully.  Bless  all  in  authority 
over  us  ;  and  so  rule  their  hearts  and  strengthen 
their  hands,  that  they  may  punish  wickedness 
and  vice,  and  maintain  Thy  true  religion  and 
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virtue.  Send  down  Thy  blessings,  temporal 
and  spiritual  upon  all  our  kindred,  friends  and 
neighbors.  Reward  all  who  have  done  us  good, 
and  pardon  all  those  who  have  done  or  wish  us 
evil,  and  give  them  repentance  and  better 
minds.  Be  merciful  to  all  who  are  in  any- 
trouble  ;  and  do  Thou,  the  God  of  pity,  admin- 
ister to  them  according  to  their  several  necessi- 
ties, for  His  sake  who  went  about  doing  good, 
Thy  Son,  our  Savior,  Jesus  Christ,     Amen. 

O  Lord,  we  now  commit  ourselves  to  Thy 
watchful  care  during  the  night.  Make  us  to 
rest  in  safety  and  to  be  quiet  from  fear  of  evil. 
Let  our  thoughts  be  serious  and  devout  when 
we  lie  down  ;  and  when  we  awake  may  we  be 
still  with  Thee.  O  Thou  Keeper  of  Israel,  who 
dost  neither  slumber  nor  sleep,  be  Thou  ever- 
more our  guardian ;  and  when  we  lie  down  in 
the  grave,  be  Thou  the  comfort  and  strength 
of  our  hearts,  and  our  portion  forever  ;  through 
the  abounding  mercy  of  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord.
